Mayor Key To Ask Diver- 
sion of $88,000 School 
Book Fund To Complete 
Payment Due Federal 
Government on April 1. 


BODY TO CONSIDER

Future of City’s Fiscal 
Structure Depends on 
Court Ruling Wednes- 
day on Bond Refunding. 


Atlanta’s financial troubles again 
will occupy the spotlight at a council 
meeting at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
with continued expenditure of about 
$1,000,000 a month for relief pur- 
poses as the paramount issue. 

Mayor James L. Key will lead the 
battle for retention of the funds, and 
will be backed generally by adminis- 
tration leaders and many members of 
council who believe thet drastic ac- 
tion is necessary to avert the most re- 
cent crisis over federal monies, 

Diversion of an $88,000 allocation 
to schools, voted to pay a 1932 text 
book bill, will be asked by the mayor 
as a temporary expedient in his effort 
to satisfy federal officials and bring 
up to date the agreement to pay 
$50,000 monthly for relief, which has 
been made a condition precedent to 
continued federal expenditures here. 

If the $88,000 is diverted, Atlanta 
will be able to complete the payment 
due federal authorities on April 1, 
and other means then must be found 
to provide the future demands. In 
seeking the diversion, Key will ask 
that 875.000 of the amount be paid 
federal officials and that the remain- 
ing $13.000 be distributed equally be- 
tween firemen’s and general. pension 
funds of the municipality. Of the 
$150,000 owed, $75,000 already has 
been paid. 

Firemen’s Fund Exhausted. 

The firemen’s fund now is exhaust- 
ed. General pensions can run only 
another two months. 

In addition to the move to save 
federal expenditures, council action is 
expected on the following other im- 
portant measures: 

1. Request by Councilman John A. 
White that the city planning commis- 
sion study a proposed rehousing de- 
velopment in the fourth ward to clear 
slum areas. He will seek federal 
assistance on the project if it is 
found feasible, he announced Sunday. 

2. Veto by the mayor of two coun-

NAVY ALSO SHOWN 


AS ILLEGAL’ BUYER 


New Evidence Reveals 
Condition of Plane Pur- 
chases Similar to Army. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(#)— 
New evidence to show that the navy 
has continued to buy airplanes 
through a method held illegal by its 


own judge advocate general was pre- 
sented today to congressional inves- 
tigators. 

They had known that such a sit- 
uation existed in the army, but they 
had no documentary proof of a simi- 
lar condition in the navy. 

It was understood that decisions 
from the navy judge advocate gen- 
eral questioning the navy’s procure- 
ment methods would figure promi- 
nently in a minority report which 
will be filed this week by Repre- 
sentative McFarlane, democrat, Tex- 
as, a member of the house naval sub- 
committee that has just completed a 
study of navy airplane purchases. 

The majority of the committee al- 
ready has approved a report finding 
no fault with and recommending no 
change in the navy’s present procure- 
ment methods

MUSSOLINI PLANS 
bU-YEAR PROGRAM 
FOR SUPREMACY 


Industrial Peak Is Aim of 
Il Duce in Projecting In- 
ternal and External Ex- 
pansion. 


ROME, March 18.—(/)—A 60-year 
program of internal and external ex- 
pansion which in the twentyrfirst cen- 
tury will give Italy the “primacy of 
the world”: was outlined today by 
Premier Benito Mussolini in a speech 
to 5,000 cheering chief fascists of the 
kingdom. 

That century, he said, will be a 
“black shirt era.’ 

The dictator eid in the Rome 
opera house to the so-called quinquen- 
nial assembly of the regime one week 
before the five-year election. 

In the audience were virtually al] 
of Italy’s noted men, including Gugli- 
elmo Marconi, the inventor; the cabi- 
net, provincial prefects and other of- 
ficials. 

“In this age of plans,” Il Duce de- 
clared, “I want to lay before you a 
— not for five years or 10 years, 

ut for 60 years, carrying on to the 
twenty-firste century, at which time 
Italy will -have the primacy of the 
world. 

No Fature in West, North. 

“Italy has no future in the west 
and north. Her future lies to the east 
and south in Asia and Africa. The 
vast resources of Africa must be valor- 
ized and Africa brought within the 
civilized circle. 

“i do not refer to conquest of ter- 
ritory, ‘ut to natural expansion. We 
demand that nations which have al- 
ready arrived in Africa do not block 
at every step Italian expansion,’ 

Here, it was said, he was referring 

particularly to France. 
_Internally, Mussolini said, imme- 
iate objectives were completion of 
swamp reclamation by 1940, new ac- 
queducts and highways, plans to re- 
create Italian Os yeaenie complete 
rebuilding of 500,000 rural houses and 
repairs to 930, 000 rural houses, a work 
of 30 --ears. 

“Every rural person will have a 
clean and healthy house,” he asserted. 
“Only in this way can the rush to 
the city be combated.” 

In the midst of a pandemonium of 
applause Mussolini said fascism “‘be- 
came universal in 1929.” 

“But in this phenomenon,” he coh- 
tinued, “it is necessary to distinguish 
positive from. negative fascism. Posi- 
tive fascism knows how to destroy 
the old and rebuild the new, whereas 
negative fascism knows only how to 
destroy.” 

Persons near to Il Duce said they 
did not know to what nation he rte- 
ferred, although some mentioned Ger- 
many. 

Refers to Foreign Policy. 

In reference to foreign policy, Mus- 
solini said: 

“Italy has held a policy of friend- 
ship with Austria ever since the war 
and will continue to do so. Austria 
knows we can be depended upon to 
defend her independence and we will 
do all we can to help her economically. 

(Italy, Austria and Hungary yeg- 
terday signed political and commercial 
treaties. ) 

“Our relations with Yugo-Slavia,” 
he said, “are diplomatically correct, 
but nothing more. Yet the nations 
should be friendly, because they are 
complementary to each other. 

“Relations with France,” he con- 
tinued, “are better from a_ general 
viewpoint. But reality demands I state 
that none of the problems which has 
existed between us for 15 years have 
been solved. 

“Between Hungary and Italy there 
is comprehension and solidarity. Hun-

Mother Returns Home To 
Find Children Victims 
of Hammer Blows. 


NEW YORK, March 18.—(4)— 
The hammer-slaying of his four small 
children led police on a painstaking 
search of the Bronx today for John 
McHale, 31, CWA laborer, who dis- 
appeared shortly before the bodies 
were found yesterday by his wife. 

As special squads of plain clothes- 
men pressed their search, McHale's 
hysterical wife was being cared for 
at the home of a neighboring cousin, 
unaware that her children were all 
dead. 

Mrs. McHale returned home with 
milk for the girls, after having had 


found her 18-month-old daughter, Ag- 
nes, lying in a blood-stained crib. 

Near by Lay Helen, 4; Margaret, 
5d, and Anna, 6. Helen already was 
dead, although her mother did not 
realize it, and the three others died 
later. in a hospital. All had been 
hit on the head with a two-pound 
carpenter’s hammer. 

Today Mrs. McHale pleaded vainly 
to be taken to the hospital to see 
her baby, Agnes, whom she believed 
seriously injured. Owing to her con- 
dition, she was kept in ignorance of 
the deaths.

Man Trapped 45 Minutes 
In 350° Baker’s Oven 


NEW YORK, March 18.—(4)— 
William Philupe, repair man, was 
trapped for 45 minutes today in a 
baker’s oven at 350 degrees Fab- 
renheit. He was rescued by a po- 
lice emergency squad and taken to 
a hospital. His condition was se- 
rious. 

Philupe crawled into the oven 
just after the fire was drawn to 
repair the ash sifting apparatus. 
-He was unable to back out through 
the 16-inch oven door and bakery 
workers could not pull him out. He 
weighed 200 pounds. 

Water could not be poured into 
the oven because the temperature, 
138 degrees over the boiling point, 
might have caused suffocation by 
steam. 

Police ripped off the steel front 
of the oven and removed the brick 
lining with hammers and cold chis- 
els. A half hour after they started 
they were able to pull Philupe out. 
He was semi-conscious.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—(?4)— 
Railroad managers tomorrow will 
answer the flat refusal of the labor 
unions to agree to the carriers’ re- 
quest that the existing wage reduc- 
tion agreement be extended. 

The conference committee of man- 
agers, headed by W. F. Thiehoff, 
gathered today to consider the un- 
compromising rejection of their offer 
by the union men. 

The operators’ representatives were 
understood to have reached a definite 
decision on their reply to the unions, 
but the answer, Thiehoff said, would 
not be made known until it was 


given the workers across the confer- 
ence table tomorrow morning. 

While this impasse threatened in 
one field of industry, administration 
members here kept close watch on 
still another source of potential trou- 
ble for the national recovery program, 
the growing threat of a strike in the 
major automobile industry. 

Hugh S. Johnson, national recov- 
ery administrator, after leaving with 
President Roosevelt his report on the 
situation, accompanied by an expres- 
sion of hope that a settlement could 
be effected, departed yesterday for 
New York, there to be in close con- 
tact with tomorrow's meeting of auto- 
mobile manufacturers.

More Than 90 Erstwhile 
‘Regulars’ Put on List 
for Stand on Bonus 
Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(7))— 
With old-time regulars breaking away 
from the administration in droves on 
veterans’ legislation, Speaker Rainey 
has ordered a detailed check to show 
which house democrats voted “wrong” 
on 21 different occasions. 

Rainey and other leaders are un- 
willing to admit that they plan any 
action against the outstanding irregu- 
lars. They say that nothing tangible 
can be done. 

“But we'll have the information 
showing how many men have voted 
against us and on what occasions,” 
the speaker said. 

Many things could be done with the 
tabulation. If, for example, Postmas- 
ter-General Farley, democratic patron- 
age dispenser, should telephone the 
speaker, it would be a simple matter 
for Rainey to refer to the list and 
see what the record showed. 

Rainey classes 21 bills and resolu- 
tions as “administration.” A glance. 
at the list would show: 

Opposes 12 of Bills. 

Hoeppel, of California, has opposed 
12 of them; Terrell, of Texas, 11; 
Connery, of Massachusetts, chairman 
of the labor committeé, 8, and Cros- 
ser, of Ohio, chairman of the demo- 
cratic steering committee, 7. 

The 21 roll calls extend back to 
the opening of this congress just after 
President Roosevelt took office. Among 
the propositions being tabulated are:

Meanwhile, a dog-team base has 
been established at Cape Onman and 
the icebreaker Krassin is scheduled to 
sail soon from Leningrad to aid in 
the rescue efforts.

Spain Eager tor Trade Combine 
With America, Officials Reveal 


(Copyright, 1984, by The Associated Press.) 
MADRID, March 18.—The present 
barriers against American exports to 


Spain could be removed by a bilateral 


accord settling long-standing differ- 
ences between the two countries, 
Spanish and American commercial 
officials said today. 

Spanish exporters complain that 
their leading products, such as manu- 
factured cork, olives, olive oil, and 
onions are kept out of the United 
States by prohibitive tariffs and that 
Almeria grapes are excluded by “un- 
fair regulations of the department of 
agriculture.” 

American business people here are 
displeased because Spain has granted 
preferential customs rates to certain 
European countries on important im- 
ports, including automobiles, motion 
pictures, artificial &ilk, and cured 
meats, the rates running from 50 to 
100 per cent below the rates on 
American products. 

The new “contingent” system has 
further complicated matters because 
it is based on the theory that Spain 
should buy from countries which buy 
from Spain. The schedule to be 
worked out will affect American ex- 
ports to Spain because this country 
has a two-to-one unfavorable trade 
balance with the United States. 


Despite this system, Spanish offi- 
cials say they are anxious to nego- 
tiate an agreement with the United 
States on disputed matters and ar- 
range a commercial pact to replace 
the P a aseers unsatisfactory modus 
vivendi, 

Unless some treaty is put through, 
Spain might transfer purchases of 
many products to South America, as 
well as to other European centers. 

“The Spaniards wish to negotiate 
a settlement of the differences be- 
tween the two nations because Ameri- 
can products are popular here,” offi- 
cials of the American Chamber of 
Commerce explained. 

A reduction on the American duties 
on various articles would bring a cor- 
responding decrease in Spanish tariffs 
on the major American products sold 
here, they declared. 

Government officials have assured 
the chamber that reductions would 
be made on the tariffs covering auto- 
mobiles, rubber manufactures, phar- 
maceutical products, business machin- 
ery, industrial machinery, dyes, lum- 
ber and other American products in 
case the United States takes the de- 
sired steps. 

Wine producers have been especial- 
ly active in urging the government to 
negotiate an agreement settling the 
commercial difficulties.

N. A. C. C. CHALLENGES

issue in the present labor disputes 
of the industry is whether that in- 
dustry “is to be run by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor.” 

“The industry does not intend to 
recognize the American Federation of 
Labor as such, nor to enter into any 
contract with it on behalf of its em- 
ployes,” the statement said. , 

The statement set forth that the 
automobile manufacturers have ‘‘com- 
plied with the NRA in letter and 
spirit,” that collective bargaining is 
recognized in the automobile plants 
and that every employe “has the 
right to be represented by a spokes- 
man of his own choosing.’ 

Following is the text of the N. A. 
C. C. statement: 

“The directors of the National Auto 
Chamber of Commerce will meet to- 
morrow to act upon the proposals sub- 
mitted by General Johnson. Mean- 
while the automobile manufacturers 
want to make clear to their employes 
and to the public generally the issue 
involved in the strike threat of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

“That issue is not what Mr. Green 
says it is, as he is reported in Sun- 
day’s newspapers. The manufactur- 
ers have not coerced their employes 
into participation in the employes’ 
representation plan, 

“There is only one fundamental is- 
sue, namely, whether the automobile 
industry is to be run by the American 
Federation of Labor. 

“The industry does not intend to 


‘recognize the American Federation of 
‘Labor as such. nor to enter into any

“If a strike is called, it will be be- 
cause the American Federation of La- 
bor seeks to impose itself on automo- 
bile employes regardless of the ecm- 
ployes’ expressed desire to be repre- 
sented by spokesmen of their own 
choosing. : 
“The automobile manufacturers 
have complied with the NRA in letter 


,and spirit. 


“They have collective bargaining in 
their plants. 

“Every employe has the right to be 
represented by a spokesman of his 
own choosing. 

“Membership or non-membership in 
any organization is not a condition of 
employment in the automobile indus- 
try. The representatives of the em- 
ploves have been democratically elect- 
ed in accordance with American prin- 
ciples by secret ballot entirely unin- 
fluenced by the managements. These 
representatives and the managements 
have met and discussed whatever ques- 
tions have arisen between them. Prac- 
tically all of them have been settled 
amicably and satisfactorily. 

“One outstanding reason for this 
strike order is the effort of profes- 
sional labor leaders to get control over 
the automobile workers by force, by 
coercion, by intimidation of employes 
and their families by open violence 
and threats of strike. 

“The desire to strike does not come 
from the automobile employes. Cer- 
tainly the manufacturers themselves 
do not want a strike. 

“For many years the American 
Federation of Labor has sought to or- 
ganize the autemobile plants and the 
workers themselves refused to recog- 
nize their leadership. 

“The national industrial recovery 
act does not say that the American

present. 

Refunding Holds Interest. 

Although the mayor and leaders are 
prepared to ask council for imme- 
diate action in providing the $75,000 
yet due federal authorities for the 
first three months of this year on 
the basis of an agreement with Miss 
Gay B. Shepperson, Georgia CWA and 
relief administrator, the effort to re- 
fund 1934 bonds, which have been 
pledged to the relief accounts, holds 
the interest of city officials. 

Refunding of those bonds is neceg- 
sary. leaders assert, because failure 
to do so would precipitate a greater 
fiscal crisis in municipal affairs than 
has come about in recent months. 

Refunding has been attacked in 
the cdurts and Judge Virlyn B. Moore, 
of Fulton county superior court, is 
slated to try the issue Wednesday. 
An injunction to prevent validation 
of the refunding bonds is sought, the 
contention being made that they con- 
stitute a new debt and therefore can- 
not be validated unless voted by the 
people of Atlanta. 

Leaders Cite Precedents. 

Administration leaders pointed out 
Sunday that other issues have been 
validated without contest, and that 
the federal government has accey-ted 
them as collateral for PWA loans. 
The new police station is now being 
erected through the posting of re- 
funded bonds with federal authorities. 
They hold that refunding of the 
bonds does not constitute a new debt, 
but merely defers payment of a debt 
already incurred. 

Failure to validate the bonds would 
entail an additional salary cut on 
municipal employes amounting to 
about 14 per cent or more for the 
remainder of the year. It would be 
the severest blow suffered by munic- 
ipal employes since the depression 
set in, 

Non-schoo] employes now have cuts 
t+ranging from 3 per cent to 13 per 
cent. 

If the bonds are not validated the 
entire city finance sheet must be re- 
vamped, 2,500 municipal employes 
will suffer and there is every likeli- 
hood that pay rolls for various di- 
visions of the municipality, already 
delayed for nearly 60 days, will be 
deferred even longer. 

Key and many members of council 
do not wish to make any further sal- 
ary cuts in the pay of employes. 
They feel that employes shvuld not 
be required to carry the burden of 
inability of the city to refund the 
1934 bonds. 

Their hopes are pinned on _ the 
courts to allow the validation. They 
then intend to offer the bonds to 
federal authorities in lieu of cash 
payments, thus obviating the neces- 
sity for imposing more salary slashes 
on city workers.

Warm Welcome Given by Austria 
‘To 3-Way Pact Signed in Rome 


VIENNA, March 18.—()—The 
three-way Italo-Austro - Hungarian 
pact which Chancellor Engelbert Doll- 
fuss signed at Rome on behalf of his 


country found a warm welcome at 


home today—at least in Austrian 
newspapers. 

The Austrian press hailed the 
agreement as an example for other 
countries and all Europe. 

Three points were amplified in to- 
days’ accounts: 

The immediate practical benefit 
for Austria. 

2. Retention of complete independ- 
ence for all signers. 

3. The fact that the pact is open 
to other signers. 

The semi-official Reichspost said 
the fate of the new order established 
by Premier Mussolini, Premier Goem- 
boes, of Hungary, and Dollfuss “will 
depend very much on the question of 
the effect the agreement has on the 
most fie ay interested non-signers, 
the Little Entente and Germany.” 

It pointed to the friendly attitude 
of Czecho-Slovakia and the doubtful 


position of Yugo-Slavia and Rumania, 
and added that Germany hasan op- 
portunity to clear up the central Ku- 
ropean position without a loss of 
prestige. 

¥ It also declared that Mussolini was 
the first of all European statesmen 
to draw “new consequences from old 
truths, but it is not enough to affirm 
Austrian independence. She must be 
given opportunity to live and do 
business with her own power.” 

The official Wiener Zeitung called 
the pact a milestone in European his- 
tory. 
“The negotiations at Rome,” the 
poper said, “brought more than was 
expected, not only for Austria, Hun- 
gary and Italy, but for all Europe. 
They represented the first great at- 
tempt at a positive struggle with the 
necessity of the times, an epochal 
fact that certainly will have the 
greatest effect on all the world.” 

The paper said the pact “contains 
an invitation to all European states 
to work with Austria, Hungary and 
Italy in the spirit of the new pact 
for a complete rebuilding of Europe.”

One section of this act—Q—per- 
mits the buying of equipment from 


one manufacturer without competi- | | 


tion if that equipment can ob- 
tained nowhere else. 

Another section—K— is divided into 
two parts. The first permits “ne- 
gotiated,” non-competitive contracts 
for experimental airplanes and en- 
gines. The second calls for purchases, 
in quantities, of experimental air- 
planes and engines which have been 
tested and found satisfactory. 

In 1928, Curtiss Dwight Wilbur, 
then secretary of the navy, asked con- 
gress to change fhat second stipula- 
tion so quantity contracts for equip- 
ment tested could be bought without 
competitive bidding. 

On January 12, 1931, D. F. Sell- 
ers, judge advocate general, returned 
a lengthy ruling on a proposal of the 
navy’s aeronautics bureau to grant a 
negotiated quantity contract under 
the authority of the last half of sec- 
tion K. 

In that ruling he said: 

“Section (K) lacks the express 
terms that are requisite to a grant 
of power to award the quantity pro- 
duction contract until the matter 
shall have been subjected to competi- 
tion and . .. such power cannot be 
derived by inference from the lan- 
guage actually used in the subsec- 
tion.” 

The congressional investigators 
have before them a list of contracts 
awarded by the navy since 1926. Un- 
til Wilbur’s letter in 1928, most pur- 
chases were made under section K. 
After that, most quantity purchases 
were made under section Q. _. 

But the comptroller general report- 
ed several subsequent big contracts 
awarded under K. They included: 

October 26, 1931, 18 planes, $500,- 
827; October 18, 1932, 28 planes an: 
parts, $515,579: April 9, 1931. 12 
planes, parts, data, ete., $553,320; 
June 29, 1929. 112 engines and 
spares, $1,008,639: November 21, 
1929, 50 engines and spares, $216,-

American Machine Made Possible 
Revolution in Russia, Says Hindus 


By RALPH McGILL. 

“America supplied Russia with the 
weapon which is being used to de- 
stroy the capitalistic system,” Mau- 
rice Hindus, brilliant Russian author 
and lecturer, told a large and atten- 
tive audience Sunday afternoon at the 
Wesley Memorial auditorium. 

The “weapon” which the _ soviet 
union is using in its fight against 
the capitalistic system is the Amer- 
ican machine. 

“Without the American machine 
the Russian revolution would have 
been impossible of success,” said Hin- 
dus. “It was the basis of the revo- 
lution.” 

Hindus inspired some spontaneous 
applause which had the audience talk- 
ing excitedly after his lecture. The 
applause, a loud burst of immediate 
and instaneous hand-clapping, came 
as Hindus said: 


“Private enterprise has been wiped 
out in Russia. All that remains is 
the market in the cities where the 
farmers may sell their goods. But if 
one goes there and buys a dozen eggs 
and sells them for as much as 10 
cents profit he goes to jail for eight 
years,” said Hindus. 

Disposes of Propaganda. 

Hindus said that it was possible to 
prove anything about any country. He 
disposed of the propaganda against 
Russia very effectively. 

“People go there and stay a few 
days and write books.” he said. “* 
read one in which the author said 
no one smiled in Russia. I could 
prove the same thing here by going 
into the New York subways or at- 
tending a series of American funerals. 
I have read that in Russia people 
starve. That is true. [I have read 
in Russia there is not enough 
That is true. But it is true 
There are people in any 
do not have enough to 


butter. 


eat. 

“But there is no doubt but that | 
the standards of living have been low- 
ered in Russia.” he continued. “This 
was inevitable. There is Russian blood 
in all the’ factories and the steel 
plants and the tractor plants. 

“Russia has paid all her bills since 
the new government came into power. 
No businessman anywhere has lost a 
dime on new Russia. 

“But in order to pay these bills 
Russia has had to sell wheat and but- 
ter and produce which she needed to 
eat. The people have suffered. If 
war does not come the standards of 
living will rise) Because Russia has 
succeeded, in a remarkably short time, 
in creating an industrial nation. 

Japan Fears Rivalry. 

“It is this which makes Japan so 
uneasy Japan does not. relish the 
thought of an industrial rival in Asia 
and in Russia.” 

Hindus paid major attention to the! 


agricultural problems of Russia. “The 
revolution would go on were the tsar 
restored tomorrow,” he said. ‘The 
Russian people have learned that the 
machine is economically sound. It is 
better than their wooden plows. 

“The communists made mistakes. 
One of them was trying to force the 
agricultural program on the people 
before they understood it. As a result 
Russia lost about one-half of her live 
stock. 

“The Russian knows food is im- 
portant. That is why he is so diifi- 
cult to move. Cabbage, for instance, 
is important to the Russian because 
it makes his soup. And soup is his 
major dish in winter. 

“The experts have shown him slices 
of cabbage farms in Denmark and 
other countries. The plants are far 
apart and the heads are large and 
firm. et 

“The Russian agrees that this 1s 
fine. But he still plants as many 
plants in one row as he can. He 
knows that his great-great-grandfather 
did this. And that he has always 
had cabbage. He is afraid that if he 
plants them far apart he might fail. 
He wants to be sure of having cab- 
bage, even though it may be poor 
quality.” 

These and other illustrations were 
used in explaining the difficulties of 
organizing the farmers of Russia. 

Russian Peasant Lazy. 

Hindus said that the Russian peas- 
ant was inherently lazy because for 
centuries he had done no work in wint- 


r. 

“The collective farms,” he said, 
“meet opposition because they demand 
work. Writers have said that Russia, 
with her continental climate, would 
always produce lazy people. That is, 
in a measure, true. It is true of the 
men. But the women have never 
been lazy. The explanation that 
the women have always worked. When 
a man isn't working he is going to 
be idle,” he said, making an axiom. | 

“The argument that Russians aren t 
mechanically minded was exploded. In 
the eight years -since they have had 
tractors and machines they have 
learned much. And will become profi- 
cient.” 20 

Hindus said that while the religion 
of Russia was an atheistic religion, 
that it could not be said to be a non- 
religious nation. 

“Much depends on the viewpoint.” 
he said. “Russia has ideals, a code 
of honesty and morals and living. Re- 
ligion was defined by Shaw as some- 
thing to become excited about outside 
one’s self. And if that is true Rus- 
sia is religious. Because Russia 1s 
tremendously excited about® life.” 

Hindus’ lecture was given extreme- 
ly acute attention. It was one of the 
finest events of its type to be pre- 
sented here. He was introduced by 
Dr. D. Witherspoon Dodge.

BANKHEAD COTTON BILL 
IS ASSAILED BY LINDER 


Measure Would Make Serfs 
of Georgia Farmers, Says 
Governor’s Secretary. 


The Bankhead cotton production 
control bill now pending in congress 
would “complete the job of making 
peons and serfs of Georgia farmers,” 
T. M. Linder, secretary to Governor 
Talmadge and considered a_ likely 
candidate for Georgia commissioner 
of agriculture, said in a statement 
Sunday. 

He attacked principally the allo- 
cation of production provided in the 
bill, under which each state’s share 
of a 9,000,000-bale crop would be in 
proportion to its average crop over 
the last five years. 

Linder said 2.000,000 people live on 
farms in Georgia, and only 3,000,000 
on farms in Texas. 

“Certainly,” he said, “if we cut 
loose from every tradition of this 
country and tell a man what he can 
plant and what he cannot plant on 
his own land, the only possible juati- 
fication for such a course would be 
the welfare of the people to be af- 
fected by such legislation. I do not 
believe that any Georgia farmer who 
understands the allocation as made 
by the Bankhead bill is in favor of 
such a measure.” 

In Georgia and the southeast, he 
went on, the average family’s cotton 
crop is around 15 acres, while in 
Texas the average is 105, “a large 
percentage of this cotton being har- 
vested by peon labor brought from 
old Mexico.” 

He went into the history of cot- 
ton production to show that since 
1910 Georgia already has cut cotton 
acreage 40 per cent, while Texas was 
increasing 50 per cent, and aeserted 
that the western increase “has been 
the mill rock around the neck of the 
cotton market.” 

“The passage of the Bankhead bil 
and the allocations provided by it,” 
he said, *“‘mean that more people must 
desert the farms in Georgia because 
the Bankhead bill fixes the amount 
of cotton that a family in Georgia 
can grow at one-third of the amount 
that a family in Texas can grow.”

Modified Cold Snap Arrives Today 
With Range of 25 to 38 Degrees 


King Winter’s legions, executing a 
belated raid on the southeast, have 


detoured via Texas, with the prob- 
able result that the cold wave will be 
modified by the time it reaches north 
Georgia today, the United States 
weather bureau announced Sunday 
night. 

Freezing weather with temperatures 
as low as degrees had been pre- 
dieted for Sunday afternoon, but the 
unusual path taken by the cold wave 
is delaying its arrival and spending 
its force to the extent that the min- 
imum this morning probably will be 
ar 25 degrees, the weather bureau 
said. 

The cold snap will be of short du- 
ration, as an area of low pressure is 
forming already in the northwest. and 
Tuesday should see the last of the 
cold weather, the bureau predicted. 
Drifting rapidly to the southwest in- 
stead of following the usual path to 
the southeast, the cold wave brought 
snow, sleet and ice to middle Texas, 
and sent the thermometer hurtling 
down to 20 degrees and lower in Okia- 
homa and north Texas. Sunday, the 
cold wave began to drift eastward 
over Louisiana and. Arkansas, preced- 
ed by a rain area which was over 
the Mississippi river section Sunday 
morning and which was expected to 
reach Atlanta early this morning. 

Temperatures at Atlanta Sunday 
gave ample warning that the spring 
solistice, the official beginning of that 
season when the days and nights are 
of equal length before the days be- 
gin to get longer is scheduled for 
Wednesday, and that Sunday week is 
Easter. The mercury started off with 
a mild reading of 54 degrees, during 
the day rose to 76 degrees under the 
influence of strong sunlight and clear 
skies, and then dropped to 40. Cloudi- 
ness set in late Sunday afternoon, 
presaging the rain. 

Today will be cold, with the mer- 
cury staying under 38S degrees all 
day. Chilly northwest winds are ac- 
companying the cold wave. The 
weather bureau said that the rain 
probably will help to ward off any 
severe damage to budding trees in 
north Georgia, but that there is some 
danger of tender vegetation in mid- 
dle Georgia being injured because of 
recent warm weather which has re- 
vived dormant plants and shrubs. 

The bureau’s weekly forecast pre- 
dicts rain during the middle of the 
week, with rising temperatures after 
today, and colder again about Friday.

THE FEDERAL FIGHT ON CRIME. 


A review of the laws suggested 
by Attorney-General Cummings in 
order that the federal government 
may give maximum co-operation to 
State and local law-enforcement 


agencies, reveals the determination 


of the government to lend every 
possible aid in the arrest and con- 
viction of kidnapers, racketeers 
and other denizens of the under- 
world. 

These proposed laws would fur- 
ther restrict the sale of firearms; 
extend the scope of the motor ve- 
hicle theft act; provide heavy pun- 
ishment for those robbing member 
banks of the federal reserve sys- 
tem; authorize the federal govern- 
ment to enter any kidnaping case 
in which the victim is not re- 
turned in three days, and protect 
interstate commerce from the 
racketeer. 

Other features of the measure 
designed for the purpose of making 
it more difficult for guilty persons 
to escape just punishment, contem- 
plate the elimination of evils arising 
out of alibi pleas; the limitation of 
the right of appeal, and the exclu- 
sion of dilatory tactics of all kinds; 
and the removal of many of the le- 
gal technicalities to which criminals 
now resort either to gain their 
freedom or to long postpone the 
meting out of punishment for their 
depredations. 

The attorney-general holds that 
since crime in its present highly or- 
ganized state, has become national, 
disregarding state lines, that sup- 
pression, effectively to be applied, 
must also ignore state boundaries. 
He feels that the federal govern- 
ment should be charged with the 
arrest and punishment of all those 
who transport across state lines 
stolen goods amounting to more 
than $1,000; that the kidnaper and 
racketeer must be the especial prey 
of federal officers, and that the 
government should seek out and 
return witnesses who flee from one 
state to another in order to avoid 
testifying.

clearly within constitutional limits, 
which will strengthen the arm of 
the law-enforcing agencies of the 
country upon the basis of more ef- 
ficlent co-operative effort.”

CHEAPER LEGAL WHISKY. 

President Roosevelt’s decision to 
suspend on May 1 the quota sys- 
tem in its application to the im- 
portation of spirituous beverages is 
the result of the administration's 
determination to bring down the 
prices of alcoholic drinks, now so 
high as to assure the continuation 
of bootlegging on a large scale even 
in wet states. 

Prices of whisky now run from 
$2.50 to $6.50, according to 
brands, in the various states in 
which sales are legal, these prices 
being largely due to high taxation, 
expensive methods of sale and 
limited supply. 

Liquors that bootleggers can 
buy in Canada or the Bahamas for 
from 75 cents to $1.25 a quart 
are selling at the state liquor 
stores for from three to four times 
as much. Naturally under such con- 
ditions bootlegging still flourishes 
even in the wet states for the 
bootleg syndicates can import liq- 
uor and sell it at lower prices. 

The American people were act- 
uated in voting out the eighteenth 
amendment mainly by two reasons 
—to increase governmental rev- 
enues and to eliminate the boot- 
legger and his hangers-on. So far 
the latter objective has not been 
accomplished because of the greedi- 
ness exhibited by the federal, state 
and local governments in_ piling 
taxes on the newly legalized alco- 
holic drinks. 

Faced by this situation, the 
president has ordered the import 
quotas on whisky, brandy, beer, 
rum, gin and wines lifted on May 
1 as the first step in a campaign 
to bring the prices of legal drinks 
to a point where the bootlegger 
can no longer profitably operate. 


HOPEFUL FARM BAROMETER. 

Direct evidence of the improved 
condition of American agriculture 
is found in the annual report of 
the International Harvester Com- 
pany, showing that during 1933 
this great farm implement and ma- 
chinery concern reduced by ap- 
proximately 75 per cent its opera- 
tions loss in 1932. The loss was 
covered by transfer of funds from 
the company’s reserves, which, de- 
spite the losses of the last three 
years, are still large. 

In discussing the future of the 
farm implement business, the re- 
port comments as follows on the 
condition of agriculture and the 
improved morale of the farmer:

mediate and available means of re- 
ducing production costs. The com- 
pany discounts completely all sug- 
gestions and forecasts of a return to 
primitive means and methods of agri- 
culture. This opinion is _ fortified 
and justified by the attitude of both 
farmers and farm implement dealers. 


One of the outstanding lessons 
which the farmer has learned dur- 
ing the distressing period which 
he has passed is that farming must 
be conducted on as businesslike a 
basis as a store or a factory. He 
has learned in a way that he will 
not be able to forget that the old 
days of blind, slip-shod farming are 
gone forever. 

The farmer of the future must 
diversify, he must operate on a 
live-at-home basis, and he must 
carefully study world surpluses be- 
fore he plants each spring. 

It is evident that the great ma- 
jority of our farmers now realize 
that if they stick to crops with 
which the world is overstocked, 
they cannot expect to get profit- 
able prices for what they produce. 
The distress through which they 
have gone is because they have dis- 
regarded sound principles of busi- 


ness—applicable equally to agricul- 
ture and commerce.

He was welcomed with open 
arms, for, in spite of all we have 
heard about the middle ages as a time 
of chivalry and great events, life was 
pretty monotonous. An itinerant sing- 
er or rkymed-story teller was a god- 
send, especially on rainy nights and 
long winter evenings when the dam- 
sels were all dressed up and had no 
place to go.

THE INJECTION TREATMENT

The solution which compe- 
tent physicians use for the injection 
of hernia is as cheap as dirt and in 
no way complicated or difficult to pre- 
pare or obtain. I do not offer to tell 
anybody the recipe or formula for this 
solution, because I believe that it is 
& minor matter, and also I believe no 
physician is likely to succeed with this 
method unless he sits at the feet of 
& master, as did our colleague, and 
learns the technic from him. I am 
certain that most failures are due to 
the conceit of the doctor who thinks 
he can go ahead and develop his own 
technic without any instruction from 
anybody. That same fatal conceit has 
defeated many a doctor who has at- 


‘tempted to extirpate tonsils with dia- 


thermy—on the basis of “instruction” 
given the poor galoot by a glib sales- 
man or other unqualified instructor.

HEAT WAVE WASHINGTON, March 18.—The most startling 

indictments are yet to come. Insiders have been 
told to hold their breath for three new ones to be announced within 
a few days.

Treasury Secretary Morgenthau turns his silver specula- 
tion data over to Prosecutor Pecora for public inquiry. There is 
also another stock market matter which may come out soon, causing 
other democrats to perspire freely. 

The decision in the silver matter is supposed to rest on the 
question whether Mr. Morgenthau’s data is sufficiently conclusive 
to warrant a public exposure. There seems to be no ground for 
any suspicion that political considerations are holding the matter 
back. It has gone too far for that. 

The silver cloud will probably have a dark lining.

The industry is in the midst of spring production, its best time 
of year. A strike would be very costly. It may talk big, but it 
Will do everything reasonably possible to avoid a strike. 

From that standpoint the time is opportune for labor, but other- 
wise it is not. Public opinion is the most powerful weapon that 
labor has in strikes. But popular opinion will hardly support a 
voluntary spread uf unemployment now. The government likewise 
may not support it, as it is now already contributing to the liveli- 
hood of about one out of every six or seven»persons in the country.

RAILS The railroad code situation smacks of somewhat the same

one else by being unable to get their prices down.

When reformers attempt to improve the lot of mankind, they usually 
overlook the fact that one man’s meat is another’s poison. : 

When Henry Ford established a generous minimum wage for his 
employes, some of the foreign-born among them refused to quit the 
ways of poverty. 

They enjoyed the herd intimacy of three families in a room; they 
regarded modern sanitation as an invasion of their rights; and they 
stoutly refused to be uplifted into the misery of cleanliness. 

The sloping side of a.volcano seems the ideal place of residence to 
those who were born there. 

And that quirk of human nature is the greatest obstacle now con- 
fronting the well-meaning gentlemen who would solve the problem of 
unemployment by moving town people ‘‘back to the land.” 

It isn’t a problem in economics alone. People can live happily only 
where they wish to live, and there are people who had rather depend 
on a city’s charity than to have abundance in the country. 

One who escapes the city’s clamor will exclaim: ‘‘What blessed peace 
and quiet here in the open!’”’ But another will moan: “It’s so horribly 
lonely, and the silence is like a tomb.” 

But whatever the city worker may think of “the sticks,” there is one 
consideration, usually overlooked, that soon may come to outweigh all 
disadvantages. 

The country is the last refuge of freedom. 

The government may tell the countryman how much wheat or cot- 
ton he can raise, but in other particulars he remains as free as the 
pioneers were. 

Beyond any question, a nation organized as a unit and managed as a 
giant factory will attain a degree of efficiency and profit never before 
achieved. : 

But each advance in organization must mean another loss of liberty. 
And those who love liberty more than luxury or fame or wealth must 
at last emigrate to the country or live in grief and rebellious discontent.

MADRID, March 18.—(4)—Terrific 
storms swept the Atlantic coast to- 
day, causing at least four deaths and 
much destruction. 

Boats scurried for safety but a 
number of fishing craft were de- 
stroyed. Four persons drowned in a 
crew of five when the fishing boat 
Ayomonte was dashed to pieces near 
Cristina Island. 

Waves pounding the shore at the 
town of Cangas-Demorrazo destroyed 
many homes fringing the ocean. 

The fishing steamer San Juan was 
destroyed off Santander, but her crew 
was saved. Nearly all Asturian ports 
were closed. 

A British squadron of 137 ships, 
engaged in Atlantic maneuvers, was 
in the harbor at Algeciras, forced 
there by the storm. Reports said sev- 
eral sailors and two officers of the 
squadron had been washed overboard. 


PLYMOUTH, England, March 18. 
(P)—The trans-Atlantic liner Lafay- 
ette arrived tonight, eight hours late, 
heavily battered by a tremendous gale 
at sea. 

The vessel's master estimated the 
wind velocity at 100 miles an hour. 
He said waves 70 feet high smashed 
50 windows on the promenade deck, 
wrecked furniture and flooded cab- 
ins.

The senate postoffice committee will 
continue its hearings tomorrow, with 
private operators appearing as wit- 
nesses. 

Since army flights were cancelled 
a week ago, Major General Benjamin 
D. Foulois, chief of the air corps, 
has made drastic changes in the air 
mail organization. Routes to be flown 
have been reduced from 18 to 8 and 
to approximately one-fourth of the 
mileage flown by commercial opera- 
tors. 

Planes Carefully Selected. 

Planes, equipment and men for the 
modified service have been carefully 
selected. Blind and night flying 
equipment has been installed in all 
planes. Additional radio facilities 
from ground to air have been placed 
in planes on transcontinental routes 
and will be installed in all other 
planes as rapidly as possible. 

After a personal flying inspection 
over the eastern and central zones, 
and a conftrence with all zone com- 
manders in Chicago, Foulois’. an- 
nounced that he was well satisfied 


that “everything is in readiness to re- 


sume operations,” 

Brigadier General Oscar Westover, 
chief of air mail operations tonight 
expressed himself as satisfied that the 
air corps was “all set” and would 
perform its duty with efficiency and 
safety. 

Routes on which service will be re- 
sumed tomorrow are: Boston to New 
York; New York to Atlanta and 
Jacksonville; Chicago to Dallas, Salt 
Lake City to San Diego: Salt Lake 
City to Seattle and Portland: Chey- 
enne to Denver; New York to Chi- 
cago, and Chicago to San Francisco.

MACON, Ga., Mareh 17.—(7)— 
“Untold resources of pine pulpwood 
and kaolin in middle Georgia await

paper manufacturing industry,’ W. 
F. Allen, chief chemist for Dr. Charles 
H. Herty’s successful experiments 
with Georgia pine paper, said here to- 
night, 

“The white paper industry,” he 
said, “is definitely coming south and 
its speed depends entirely on the in- 
terest Georgians show in drawing 
mills down here.” 

Here to supervise a local exhibit 
from Dr. Herty’s Savannah labora- 
tories, Mr. Allen showed why he be- 
lieved development of both the news- 
print and book paper industries would 
answer President Roosevelt's 4-point 
program for re-employment, reforesta-

tion, farm relief and use of Muscle 
Shoals power. 

“Although our laboratories are lo- 
cated at Savannah, our activities are 
statewide, for recent experiments have 
shown us we can do just as much with 
ordinary long leaf pine found all over, 
the state as we have thus far done 
with loblolly pine, provided it is free 
of heart,” Mr. Allen said. 

“In view of the fact that newsprint 
can be made at lower cost and shipped 
by water transportation to eastern 
markets at much lower rates, I am in- 
clined to believe that the coastal re- 
gion has an advantage over middle 
Georgia in the manufacture of ordi- 
nary newsprint. 

“However, in Macon and vicinity 
is the ideal location for production of 
high-grade book and bond paper.

HARPER CONVICTED 
OF ARSON AT CARO 


3-Year Term Given Man in 
“Insurance-Fire” Trial at 
Thomasville. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., March 18.~

SMITHSONIAN EXPERT 
FINES DESOTO ROUTE 


Dr. John R. Swanton Avers 
Explorer Crossed Oconee 
Above Dublin. 


MACON, Ga., March 18.—(4)—The 
long-sought site of DeSoto’s crossing 
of the Oconee river, nearly 400 years 
ago, has been “confidently” estab- 
lished at Carr’s Shoal, six miles above 
Dublin, Dr. John R. Swanton, Smith- 
sonian’s leading authority on Indians 
of the southeast, announced here Sat- 


urday. 

“IT feel thoroughly confident,” Dr. 
Swanton said, “that DeSoto’s expedi- 
tion on April 17, 1540, forded with 
some difficulty the Oconee river at 
what is now Carr’s Shoal.” 

He said his final decision was 
based on exhaustive examinations of 
the site, the testimony of the oldest 
residents of the community as to the 
condition of the river before the fed- 
eral government deepened the chan- 
nel, and the circumstantial corrobora- 
tion of original narratives of the ex- 
pedition. 

Dr. Swanton said he traced De- 
Soto’s course up the Ocmulgee river 
about as far as what is now Haw- 
kinsville, where the Spanish explor- 
er is believed to have led his some 
600 followers to the east, across the 
Oconee at Carr’s Shoal and thence 
to a point on the Savannah river 
about 12 miles below Augusta. 

“The two most authoritative nar- 
ratives of the expedition are those of 
Rodrigo Ranjel and a gentleman of 
Elvas,”’ Dr. Swanton said. “There 
seems to be no other point along the 
river which answers as well to the 
descriptions set forth in these orig- 
inal accounts. 

“Captain W. W. Ward, of Dublin, 
furnished me with valuable informa- 
tion as_ the condition of the river 
channel before the government dredged 
it. His description of the crossing 
is in substantial agreement with those 


of the early narrators.” 

Dr. Swanton said he will leave, 
early this week for Washington, but

PRE-EASTER SALES 
SPUR U. S. TRADE 
TO RECORD LEVEL 


Reports From Retail and 
Wholesale Channels 
Overshadow Slight Re- 
cessions in Other Lines. 


NEW YORK, March 18.—()— 
With the pre-Easter shopping season, 


‘spurred by favorable weather, getting 


into full swing during the past week. 
the movement of merchandis2 reached 
new high levels for this phase of the 
recovery. 

Faint signs of faltering appeared 
in industrial statistics, after the steady 


gains of several weeks, but such re- 
cessions as occurred were slight, and 
were largely obscured by the cheerful 
reports from retail and wholesaie 
channels. 

For the first time since January, 
steel production slackened a trifle. The 
weekly survey by Steel placed it cur- 
rently at 50 per cent of capacity. 
against 51 per cent a week previously, 
and mentioned labor uncertainties as 
casting a dark shadow. 

Nevertheless, production in the au- 
tomobile industry, chiefly concerned 
by the labor ‘developments, advanced 
rather sharply. Cram said production 
for the week ended yesterday was esti- 
mated at 79,673 units, an increase of 
6,028 units over the previous week, 
nearly four times the extremely low 
level of the like week of last year, 
and the best total for any week since 
May of 1931. : 

The weekly statistics of electric 
power production showed a slight con- 
tra-seasonal sag, which together with 
the steel figures, brought a slight re- 
cession in most of the seasonally ad- 
justed weekly index figures for busi- 
ness activity. For the week ended 
March 10, power production was 
placed at 1.647.024,000 kilowatt hours, 
off 11,016,000 from the previous week. 
However, it was 18.4 per cent above 
the like week of last year, which fell 
in the banking holiday. 

The weekly report of freight car 
loadings, on the other hand, showing 
a total of 612.402 cars for the week 
ended March 10, which was 1.4 per 
cent over the previous week, made a 
hetter than seasonal showing. Com- 
pared with the like week of 1933, the 
gain was 38.8 per cent, reflecting the 
stagnation of trade during the bank- 
ing holiday. But the total was also 
6.2 per cent over the same period of 
1932. 

A spring peak in normal times has 
commonly been recorded in late March 
or in April, in such business barome- 
ters as steel production and the move- 
ment of freight. During the next few 
weeks, therefore, business analysts 
will examine trends carefully to see 
whether business may be spurred by 
the recovery forces now working to 
continue its upward trend later than 
usual. Normal seasonal movements 
were lacking last year, with an up- 
trend starting in April and continuing 
into July. Normally, there is a sag- 
ging tendency in May and June, with 
the trend turning upward again in 
August. , 

With the automobile industry haik 
ing so large in the current upswing, 
the controversy in Detroit over recog- 
nition of unions held the attention 
of business observers. Steel said in 
its veekly survey, “whether the steel 
industry has passed the peak in the 
spring bulge of production, or merely 
is in a shallow valley, depends on ad- 
justments in the labor situation. 

Discussing retail trade, Dun & 
Bradstreet’s weekly survey said the 
better weather had hoosted totals to 
the hest levels for 1934, and volume 
for the first half of the current month 
was estimated at 50 to 65 per cent 
over last year, reflecting in part the 
early March banking tieup of 1935. 
This agency reported even sharper 
gains in wholesale volume, with some 
dealers swamped by postponed orders

I made the 
statement that there is no such thing 
as an absolutely indelible lip stick 
and I still maintain that there is 
not. There are, however, some that 
wiay on the lips longer than others. 
In some instances that is a geod thing 
and in some it is not. . 

Article No. 1 on lipsticks—Lipsticks 
seem to be of prime importance to 
women these days, when every wom- 
an—the few exceptions, prove the rule 
—from the cradle to the grave dabs 
her face with war paint. No wonder 
the fad grew. Thin, pale lips might 
have been all right in the crinoline 
days, but a wan face and an unhappy 
expression are no longer in style. Any 
woman who uses lipstick will tell you 
that every time she applies color to 
her lips her spirits are lifted. Let her 
look at herself in the mirror and see 
that she has no color and her spirits 
sag immediately. 

There are many women who do not 
use face rouge, but those seem to be 
the ones who increase the amount of 
color on their lips. One thing is sure 
—to look bright and interesting, a 
woman must look as if she would live 
at least another 24 hours. The luster- 
less lily is out. You’ve got to rise 
and shine or take a seat away back in 
the rear. Women don’t do that easily. 


There is one thing certain abeut 
lipsticks. You must get the right 
shade. Many. manufacturers’ have 
helped women to find the right one 
by sending out cards on which are 
tiny samples, enough to try in all 
lights. That way you can be sure 
you have your color. Lipstick colors 
can’t be prescribed at long distance. 
Manufacturers can make out all the 
charts they want to, but saying bru- 
nets should wear this and blonds that 
is meaningless, because the skin va- 


The question of the permanency of 
lipsticks came up so often that I 
started an investigation, and I have 
proved to my own satisfaction what 
I stated in the first place, that, while 
some sticks stay on longer than oth- 
ers, some keep their color better, and 
some are dry and some are oily, no 
lipstick is absolutely permanent. There 
are a few, perhaps a half-dozen, that 
stay on extraordinarily well. They 
hold their color and they have to be 
taken off with cold cream and great 
care if for any reason you want to re- 
move the color. But the degree of 
change in their coloring and the 
length of time they stay on varies ac- 
cording to the body chemistry of the 
user. One woman I know has trouble 
because her lip coloring stays in the 
thin line at the edge of her lips and 
the rest turns a bluish color. 

The way to blot out a surplus of 
lip paint is to tear off a small piece 
of cleansing tissue paper and put it 
between your lips, closing them firm- 
ly on the paper. This will remove 
any excess cream and not smear the 
color. 


Personally I think it is a fine thing 
that lip paint is not really perma- 
nent. The carelessness with which 
some people apply it would mean dis- 
figuration. You can be careless with 
face powder without any very dis- 
agreeable results, but smeared lip 
rouge ruins your whole face.

Of all the wonders of nature, Il 
know of no other which equals the 
sun from the viewpoint of people on 
earth. Some of the stars are larger 
than the sun; but they are so much 
farther away that they look like small 
points of light.

named “the brass brain,” though, & 
scientist might speak of it as a 
“harmonic analyzer.” ‘The machine 
helps Dr. Abbott to figure out the re- 
lation between the sun’s heat and 
weather on earth. Recently he de- 
clared his belief that our weather fol- 
lows cycles of 22 years, and that the 
sun spots have a great deal to do with 
the changes. 

Sun spots change from day to day, 
from week to week, from -year to 
year. In some years we find many 
Since 
they are of vast size, and since they 
differ from the rest of the sun’s sur- 
face in heat-giving power, it is with- 
in reason to suppose that the spoils 
affect our weather. 

Years ago a scientist in France, 
Dr. Nordmann, made a careful study 
of weather records and sun spot rec- 
ords between 1870 and 1900. The 
weather records were for the torrid 
zone, and they showed that the coolest 
year of all was 1870. In that year 
there were 139 sun spots, the larg- 
est number counted for any of the 31 
years. 

Dr. Nordmann also fearned’_ that 
other cool years were those with 
many sun spots; and that the 
warmer years were those with few 
spots. In one year—1878—only 
three sun spots were observed, and 
that was a warm year. 

The change in the sun’s heat is 
no great in one year as compared 
with another; but even a =o slight 
change may. mean a great deal in re- 
gard to storms and other weather 
facts on earth.
